1 . ARTICLE 19 OF THE UN CHARTER STATES QUOTE A MEMBER 
OF THE UN WHICH IS IN ARREARS IN THE PAYMENT OF ITS 
FINANCIAL CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE ORGANIZATION SHALL HAVE NO 
VOTE IN THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IF THE AMOUNT OF ITS ARREARS 
EQUALS OR EXCEEDS THE AMOUNT OF THE CONTRIBUTIONS DUE FROM 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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IT FOR THE PRECEDING TWO FULL YEARS. THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
MAY, NEVERTHELESS, PERMIT SUCH A MEMBER TO VOTE IF IT IS 
SATISFIED THAT THE FAILURE TO PAY IS DUE TO CONDITIONS 
BEYOND THE CONTROL OF THE MEMBER. UNQUOTE. CENTRAL 
AFRICAN EMPIRE, CONGO, AND PARAGUAY WILL NEED TO PAY 
DOLLARS 52,232, DOLLARS 46,114, AND DOLLARS 56,216 
RESPECTIVELY BEFORE FORTHCOMING EIGHTH SPECIAL SESSION OF 
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UNGA CONVENING APRIL 20 OR LOSE VOTE UNDER ARTICLE 19 
(UNLESS UNGA PERMITS THEM TO VOTE). 

2. FOR ASUNCION: WE UNDERSTAND THAT CURRENT OFFICIAL MOOD 
IN PARAGUAY MAY NOT BE PARTICULARLY CONDUCIVE TO A PRO- 
DUCTIVE U.S. DEMARCHE ON PROBLEM OF UN ARREARAGES (BASED 
UPON UN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION'S REVIEW OF PARAGUAY UNDER 

RESOLUTION 1503). ACCORDINGLY, APPROACH ON THIS PROBLEM 
SHOULD ONLY BE MADE IF IT WOULD HAVE REASONABLE PROSPECT 
OF SUCCESS IN ENCOURAGING PARAGUAYAN PAYMENT OF UN ASSESS- 
MENT BEFORE APRIL 20. 

3. FOR BRAZZAVILLE AND BANGUI: WE UNDERSTAND THAT 
DEMARCHE ON ARREARAGES WOULD PROBABLY BE COUNTER-PRO- 
DUCTIVE. EMBASSY SHOULD THEREFORE EXERCISE ITS DISCRETION 
AND MAKE APPROACH ONLY IF SUCCESS SEEMS LIKELY. 

4. FYI: SHOULD UNGA DECIDE TO EXCUSE DELINQUENT STATES 
FROM PAYMENT. PER SECOND SENTENCE OF ARTICLE 19, A MOST 
UNFORTUNATE PRECEDENT WOULD BE SET, PERHAPS LEADING TO 
NON-PAYMENTS BY OTHER MEMBER STATES. END FYI.

IT FOR THE PRECEDING TWO FULL YEARS. THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY

DUCTIVE U.S. DEMARCHE ON PROBLEM OF UN ARREARAGES (BASED 
UPON UN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION'S REVIEW OF PARAGUAY UNDER 

RESOLUTION 1503). ACCORDINGLY, APPROACH ON THIS PROBLEM 
SHOULD ONLY BE MADE IF IT WOULD HAVE REASONABLE PROSPECT 
OF SUCCESS IN ENCOURAGING PARAGUAYAN PAYMENT OF UN ASSESS- 
MENT BEFORE APRIL 20. 

3. FOR BRAZZAVILLE AND BANGUI: WE UNDERSTAND THAT 
DEMARCHE ON ARREARAGES WOULD PROBABLY BE COUNTER-PRO- 
DUCTIVE. EMBASSY SHOULD THEREFORE EXERCISE ITS DISCRETION 
AND MAKE APPROACH ONLY IF SUCCESS SEEMS LIKELY. 

4. FYI: SHOULD UNGA DECIDE TO EXCUSE DELINQUENT STATES 
FROM PAYMENT, PER SECOND SENTENCE OF ARTICLE 19, A MOST 
UNFORTUNATE PRECEDENT WOULD BE SET, PERHAPS LEADING TO
